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Our  voyage  began  in  September,  1958,  when  we  boarded  tbe  GOOD  SHIP  B.H.S.

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Only  seconds  ago  we  heard  the  blast  off  of  the  second  rocket,  now  we  hear  the 
count  down  on  the  last.  — 5 — 4^ — 3 — 2 — 1 — 0 blast  off!

An  excellent  crew  of  draftsmen.  Red  Tzamos,  L.  Carifio,  Ted  Williams,  R.  Haskins, 
E.  Rose,  B.  Mortimer,  and  J.  Morello,  drew  up  the  plans  of  the  rocket,  and  electrical 
engineers  C.  Doran,  W.  Irving,  and  K.  Congdon  planned  the  wiring.
